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ble thoughts of their Reinforcements, tho 
by our Accounts they amount to 1:0c0 Men, 
that they perfectly ſurround them, Ravage 
the Richeft Provinces of the Empire betere 
their Faces. 

If now on this Succeſs, the French, who, 
25 I have alceady obſerv'd, encreafe their 
Troops, as well as harraſs the Enemies, 
ſhould when join d by the Detachment from 
Flanders, make a Detachment of 15000 
Men to Bavaria, and ſtand on the Defenſive 
with the reft on the Abine; who ſhall an- 
ſwer for the Inhabitants of that Country, 
whoſe willingnels to revolt has but been too 
evident ? —And who,ſhould their own Prince 
ſhow his Face among them again, might ſoon 
make ſuch a Body up 40000 Men $ what 
force the Emperor has there to relift ſach 
an Attempt, and what the Conſequeaces of 
it might in all rational probable Conjetture 
be, I ſhall next enquire; in which Enquiry 
may eaſily be obſerv'd, what a Riſque the 
whole Confederacy bave run, in the ſupine 
negligence of the Imperial Affairs, and to 
what probable Miſchiefs the whole Affair 
hes been expos'd 4 and this is my Principal 
Deſign in this Enquiry. 

Firft, I am to enquire whether it be pro- 
bable, the French may ſpare ſuch a Detach- 
ment, and ia aaſwer to this, I muſt obſerve z 
that by the beſt Calculation I can make, 
the Germen Army, when all the Quota's that 
are expected are come up, cannot make a- 
bove 400co Men to appear in the Field, the 
Garriſons of Landau, Pbillipslurgb, Mentx, 
and other Cities excepted, which cannot 
take up leſs than 20000 Men. | 

The French, by the moſt moderate Ac- 
counts we have yet ſeen, were 35coo Men, 
beſides the Detachment made from the Gar- 
riſons which joya'd them fince— And we 
cannot imagine, but wich that Detachment, 
and the Men they have pick'd up in the 
Countries they have Ravag'd, they have 
added 10000 Men to that number; out of 
theſe it cannot be difficult to join 7000 
Men to the Buavariens, who are marching 
from Flinders, who we are told will by De- 

tachments from the Moſelle be 8oco Men; 
theſe, together with the Duke of Bavari: 
at the Head of them, with a ſwift and te- 
ſolute March, and a Motion of the French 
Acmy i four them, may but with too 


much eaſe, and too little Oppoſition, tra- 
verſe the Circle of Swabia, M enter Bavs- 
ria at once. 

Nor will any Man ſay, but the appearance 
of the Duke of Bavaria, among his own Sub- 
edis at this time, would be as good as 200 
Men, if he have but a ſapply of Arms and 
Ammunition, to put them in a Pofture of 
ſhowing their Affection to him, and re- 
venging the Cruelties of their Enemies. 

1 could deſcend to a great maay Particu- 
lars here, and ſhow how unable the Impe- 
rial Army on the Nine would be to follow 
them, and how every General muft ſpend 
time, to have O:ders from their reſpeaive 
Principals, to admit their Troops to ſerve 
on the Danube ; how they are deſtitute of 
Magazines for ſuch an Undertaking, and 
how the delays of their concerting thoſe 
things, would moſt effe ctually give the En- 
terprize of the French, abundant leiſure to 
take effect. 

I come now to the Conſequence, which 
the Bavarian recovering his atry, muſt 
have upon the Aﬀairs of the Empire Aud 
in this I ſhall not talk ja Groſs, nor make 
wild Conjectures, but leave all Men to 
Judge for me. 

Firft, The Emperor as he was before will 
be Inſulted, even in his Imperial City, and 
they that diſpute this, may do well to look 
back to the time, when the Duke of Bava- 
ia having taken Paſſzy, laid all the Coun- 
try under Contribution to the Gates of 
Lintz, and almoſt to the Diſtricts of Views. 

Secondly, By the Tyroleſe, the Bavarian 
may break into ay, either into the Mile- 
nee or the Aan tuan, and unravel all the 
Conqueſts of the Duke of the Duke of S4 
voy z in either of which Caſes, the Imperial 
Forces would be oblig d to face about, and 
quitting heir Projchs of new Conque ſts, 
take care to de the very Perſon of their 
Maſter the Emperor. | 

I know theie are remote Conycture:, 
and I have the ſatisfaction to ſee that the 


Project of Thoulon ſcems fo well concerted, 


ſo near at Hand, and ſo heartily puſh'd, 
that the Frexch may not have time to 
make any of theſe Attempte ; and really, 
in 3 Judgment, it is upon the priori 
ty of this Expedition, that all che _

ceſs of this Affair ſeemz to depend. 

'Tis certain, neither the King of Portu- 
g nor the Emperor can defend themſelves 
againft but z0000 Men chat ſhuuld attack 
them ia the Condition they are now redu- 
ced to, and all their ſafety depends upon the 
French got being able toſpare 20cco Men 
to Attack them, which in my Opinion is 
but a very indifferent Security for any Prince 
to depeod-upon. 

To (uch a precarious and uncertain Con- 
dition has the Emperor reduc'd himſelf. at 
the ſame time, that he is Invading King- 
doms in other Places 3 and if in this weak- 
neſs of his Affairs, he is attack'd in the 
very middle of his Victories, he may fall 
a Victim for ought we ſee to a very incon- 
ſiderable force; but let him look to that, if 
he can make this one Attempt upon Thou- 
ln fir ſt, and give France this bumbling Blow 
Let him ſhift for himſelf after, I ſee but 
few on this fide the World would care ei- 
ther to pity os help him- 

To what Hazards, to what Exigencies, 
and Diftreſſes, do the Princes and Great 
Men of this World run themſelves by their 
Pride, Ambition, and covetous Exceſſes? 
To Day Invading Kingdoms, to morrow in 
Diſtreſs to defend their own t to Day Diſ- 
poſſeſſing leſſer Princes, by their extended 
and Illegal Power, and to morrow-in Dan- 
ger of being Diſpoſeſs'd themſelves by the 
ſame Arbitrary and unreaſonable Violence. 

How might we run a Parallel here, be- 
tween theſe too Great and Ambitious Fa- 
milies, the Houſes of Auſtria and of Bour- 
bow, «ho have alternately fill'd the Chrifti- 
an World with all ſorts of Vielence, Civil 
and Ecclefiaftical z what Seas of Blood have 
they ſpilt in the Proſecution of their vari- 
ous Deſigns, and their vifible Attempts to 
figiſh the Bondage of Europe, and reduce 
the reſt of the Sovereigus of Chriſtendom 
to their Obedience ? 

It would be too here, to look back 
to the Houſe of ln its Meridian 
Grandeur z when Charles V. went a much 
greater length, than ever Lews XIV. bas 
done, towards what we call an Univerſal 
Monarchy z when he pofſe(s'd at once, the 
Ewpires of Germany, Mexicoand Peru; the 
Kingdoms of Span, Hungary, Bohemia, Na- 
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ples, Sicily, und Sedixis, the Dutchies of 
Milan and Burgundy, all the Spaniſb Nether- * 
lands, all the United Provinces— And all 
thoie Kingdoms and vaſt Tratts in America, 
we now call the Spaniſh Weſt. Iodies, with 
the Kingdom of Juni, and all the Coaft 
of Afric on the Mediterranean See— Had 
at the ſame time, the King of England his 
Ally and Confederate, the King of France, 
and one of the Electors of the Empire his 
Priſoners; he had the moſt Powerful Ar- 
mies, and the beft Soldiers in the World 
He fac'd the Great Turk, Solymen the Mag- 
nificent, with an Army of 60000 Horſe and 
Dragoons, and 12co000 Foot all old Diſci- 
plin'd Troops, ready and eager to have En- 
gag d the Tarts, who had then 400000 Men 
in his Army, but darſt not Fight him. : 
How have we ſeen this formidable Houſe 
reduc'd ' on his Death it was reduc'd inte 
two Monarchies, Philip of Spain the Son to 
the Emperor, gets all Spain, America, Haly, 
and the Low Countries ; Rodolph his Brother 
gets the Empire, all the Hereditary Coun- 
tries and the Kingdum of Hungary. ; 
Ina few Ages from this, how do we find 
it all torn to pieces, by the private Diviſt- 
ons of the ſeveral Countries, and the juſt 
Reafſumption of their injur'd —— 
The Spaniſh Monarchy ſuffer d the ion 
of the Dutch, and by a bloody War of 40 
Years continuance, and the Ex of 380 
Millioas, ſets down Impoveriſh'd, Maim'd, 
and Diſlocated, and has from that time mi- 
ſerably declin'd in Force, and dwindled away 
into all manner of Deficiencies and Impo- 
tence, both in Arms and Politicks, till they 
are become the Contempt of the World, as 
it is this Day.
